MAN GOT PAID FOR 
FOOLING AROUND’ 


Political Boss Testifies He 
Spent $3.50 a Night to 
Stay on Houseboat at 
Beardstown. 


By the Associated Press. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 23.—John J. 
(“Boss”) McLaughlin, Chicago pol- 
itician, took smarting rebukes from 
State and Court today and then, 
laying a big cigar on the arm of 
the witness chair, told his story of 
days on a houseboat at Beards- 
town. 

McLaughlin has been sought for 
days as a State witness in the $5.,- 
000,000 graft conspiracy trial of 
eight former Sanitary District offi- 
cials, but today he was not a State 
witness. 

“This gentleman has declined to 
talk with the State’s Attorney,” -said 
Prosecutor John E. Northup. ‘Un- 
der no circumstances will we vouch 
for his testimony. His manner h 
been most offensive. I'll ask that 
he be called as a Court witness.’’ 

“Your honor, please,’’ interrupted 
McLaughlin. 

“The witness will please remain 
seate,” Chief Justice Harry M. 
Fisher ordered. 

The defense objected to him as a 
Court witnss and onc mor Mc- 
Laughlin was ordered to sit down. 
Then the Court called him as its 
own witness. McLaughlin rambled 
in his testimony and Judge Fisher 
instructed him to “please listen to 
the questions and answer them.” 

McLaughlin related he was on 
the district payroll in 1927 and 
1928 through the offices of George 
Brennan, late Democratic chief, 
and “a lot of people.” He was 
placed on the payroll as legal in- 
vestigator of Illinois Valley claims, 
and added: “I want to tell you 
right now that 30 years ago I was 
an investigator for the Sanitary 
District. Another thing, I was do- 
ing some private investigating for 
Mr. Brennan.” 

He was shown 59 vouchers for 
expenses to Beardstown, totaling 
$3607. He identified his signatures. 

“How did it happen, Mr. Mm- 
Laughlin, that one of the signatures 
appears to be written backhand- 
aGts 

“I didn’t do it purposely. I sup- 
pose it just happened that way.” 

A bailiff walked up to the wit- 
ness, picked up McLaughlin’s cigar 
and walked away with it. 

McLaughlin explained the drop 
tn his expense account from $100 a 
week in 1927 to $50 a week in 
1928 by a reduction from six to 
three days in his working schedule. 


He was asked where he stayed in 
Beardstown. He usually stayed in 
a hopseboat which belonged to Er- 
nie Lane, a friend.” 

He said he paid $3.50 for the 
night’s lodging with Lane, break- 
fast thrown in. Asked his duties, 
he answered: “I would go down 
along the river and talk to differ- 
ent farmers about their claims. I 
would fool around.”

Fascists Make Great Ceremony 
Of Mussolini’s Brother’s Funeral 


Procession to Church Moves Amid Heaps of 
Flowers; Soldiers Hold Back Crowds—Prem- 
ier and Family March with Mourners. 


By the Associated Press. 

MILAN, Dec. 23.—Arnaldo Mus- 
solini, brother of the Premier and 
his co-worker in the Fascist cause 
for 16 years, was given a furcra 
today with great honors and cere- 
mony by the Fascists. The pro- 
cession following the casket was an 
hour an half traversing the half- 
mile route from the offices of the 
newspaper Popolo, d’ Italia, of 
which Arnaldo was editor, to the 
Church ag San Arco. 

Premteg Mussolini, tired from his 
vigil beside the casket since yester- 
flay morning, when he came here by 
special train from Rome, marched 
afoot in the funeral with his wife, 
their two sons and Arnaldo’s chil- 
dren. He was in civilian clothes 
and his face showed signs of great 
grief. He slept last night in the 
newspaper office, where the body 
lay in state. Arnaldo’s widow was 
ill at her home and could not at- 
tend the funeral. 

Thousands of persons who gath- 
ered at the church and along the 
line of march were held back by 
three ranks of soldiers with fixed 
bayonets. In front of the church 
a large crowd witnessed the arrival 
of the casket, carried on the shoul- 
ders of members of the newspaper 
staff of Popolo d’italia.

AUSTRIAN TRAVEL RESTRICTED

VIENNA, Dec. 23.—A virtual 
moratorium on foreign travel by 
Austrians ®as put into effect today 
by the National Bank. The bank 
fixed a new maximum of $1.40 as 
the amount of foreign currency an 
Austrian with an ordinary railroad 
ticket to’a foreign point may buy 
with schillings. 

If he buys a ticket entitling him 
to more than $7 worth of transpor-

MANY RARE BOOKS 
IN WRECKAGE OF 
VATICAN LIBRARY 


Some of 15,000 Volumes 
Carried Down in Collapse 
of Wing of Building Are 
Irreplaceable. 


By the Associated Press, 

VATICAN CITY, Dec. 23.—Fif- 
teen thousand volumes of the Va- 
tican Library collection, many of 
them irreplaceable, were buried 
under the wreckage when the roof 
over a 200-foot wing collapsed yes- 
terday. There were a total of 


500,000 volumes in this and other 
wings of the building. Some of 
the rare books in the wreckage 
were inscribed as gifts of the 
Popes. 

Late today the body of a fourth 
victim of the accident was recov- 
ered by workmen tunneling 
through the debris. He was one 
of several workmen who had been 
engaged on a job on the’ ground 
floor of the ancient building when 
the roof fell in and was crushed 
under a pile of stone and timbers. 

Marco Vatasso, young Italian at- 
torney, was found fatally hurt in 
the ruins late last night, and early 
this morning the bodies of two 
workmen were found. Search was 
being made for two other workmen 
believed to have been caught in the 
collapse. Vatasso died on the way 
to the hospital. He had lived six 
hours buried under the debris. 

Eleven hours of tunneling into a 
pile of masonry 50 feet high were 
'required to reach the bodies of the 
two workmen. 
killed outright when the roof and 
two floors collapsed. 

Pope Pius XI, informed of the 
recovery of the bodies of the work- 
men, sent word that every effort 
must be made to clear away the 
debris quickly in the hope the other 
two workmen might be found alive. 

The Pope expresed great grief. 
He was in his personal library in 
another building when the collapse 
occurred. 

Hundreds of people visit this 
part of the library every day. The 
Pope goes there occasionally. 

One-third of the wing at the west 
end of the library fell. The sec- 
tion is 43 feet wide and 35 feet 
long. Two pillars supporting the 
roof gave way. The frescoed edges 
of the walls are intact.

RALLY IN MOSCOW 
0 SPEED SOVIET 
VE-YEAR PLAN 


Workers and Peasants, Wo- 
men Wearing Shawls, As- 
semble in Former Throne 
room of Czars.

MOSCOW, Dec. 23.—Russian of- 


ficials prepared today to attack the 
problem of completing the five- 
year plan in 1932, backed by the 
enthusiasm of a rally last night in 


the former throne room of the 


Czars at the Kremlin. 

While the membDers of the Union 
Central Executive Committee as- 
sembled for the rally, plainly 
dressed workers and peasants, 
women with red scarves or shawls 
on their heads, soldiers in uniform, 
wandered about the corridors, 
smoking and chatting, 

Joseph Statin, ex-officio dictator, 
sat on the platform, but Vyaches- 
laff Molotoff, president of the 
Council of People’s Commissars, 
did the talking. 

His address was chiefly statisti- 
cal, but he joked a little, especially 
at the United States. 

“We are trying to erect next 
year more blast furnaces than the 
United States closes,”" he said, and 
laughter followed the sally. 

Determination of People. 


The workers and peasants of 
Russia, he declared, have the neces- 
sary grit to carry the five-year plan 
to completion next year, which will 
be its fourth year. The .delegates 
applauded the statement, 

The tota] investment in the five- 
year plan, Molotoff said, will be 
54,000.000,000 rubles (about $27,- 
000,000,000). This, he said, is 16 
per cent greater than originally 
planned. 

Some branches of industry al- 
ready have completed their five- 
year schedule, in three years, he 
asserted, but he emphasized the 
importance of heavy production in 
fuel, metal and machinery and said 
improvement is necessary in land, 
water and air transportation. 

During the coming year, he de- 
clared, all peasant holdings will be 
collectivized, although the original 
five-year plan called for only 40 
per cent collectivization by the end 
of the fourth year. Ferrous metal 
production will be 9,000,000 tons 
during the coming year, he said, 
and coal production will total 90,- 
000,000 tons, 

‘‘The United States cannot expect 
favorable changes in the near fu- 
ture,” he said. 

Hie declared plots are under way 
to involve the Soviet Republics in 
war and that thisis proven by cer- 
tain aspects of the Manchurian sit- 
uation.

AN ‘IMPORTANT RESOLUTION. 
Senator Walsh of Montana has introduced in the 


collapse of the great bull market in 1929. 

The resolution proposes a special fact-finding com- 
mittee consisting of five members of the Senate ap- 
pointed by the Vice President and five members of 
the House appointed by the Speaker. It would in- 
vest the committee with broad powers, and has as its 
objective legislation to prevent a recurrence of such a 
collapse as that which began on the now celebrated 
Black Thursday. 

If Senator Walsh is to conduct the investigation, 
adoption of the resolution might easily be one of the 
most important acts of the present Congress. Many 
proposals for the prevention of such catastrophes 
have been made, but members of the Senate who have 
been particularly interested in the subject have not 
altogether made up their minds as to what the rem- 
edy might be. It is possible, as has been often 
charged, that the Federal Reserve Board might have 
stopped the orgies which resulted at last in the ex- 
plosion of Oct. 20. It is also well known that, even 
after the first collapse, the market was manipulated 
by some of the big operators for their own salvation. 
Mr. Ford has several times said that the practice of 
attracting the surplus weglth of the country into Wall 
Street at high prices for speculative purposes was one 
of the most evil of all imaginable practices, a device 
that spread the gambling fever throughout the.na- 
tion and dispossessed business of the brains which 
constitute its driving power.

Why Chiang Kai-shek Resigned 


Chinese President was accused of setting up dictatorship; Cantonese opposed regime 
as government by Soong family; revolts, floods, depression and Manchurian crisis 
harassed adminstration; however, failure of China to gain League's full support 
in Manchurian dispute was last straw, and revolt of 80,000 students was the result. 


in Nanking undoubtedly ends one phase 
of China’s effort to establish a modern 
nation. The Soong family, consisting of 
Chiang Kai-shek, president; T. V. Soong, 
Minister of Finance; H. H. Kung, Minister 
of Industries, and a large retinue-of mili- 
tary and civilian supporters, has been 
driven from power, not by recalcitrant Can- 
tonese, but by the rising tide of Chinese pub- 
lic opinion as articulated by the students. 
Chiang Kai-shek’s downfal] was to have 
taken place early in October. He actually 
sent a letter to Canton to Wang Ching-wei, 
who is to be his successor if Cantonese 
plans are effective, saying he would resign 
and that the Cantonese leaders should come 
to Shanghai for a peace conference. They 
came. The conference was held during the 
first fertnight of October, but he suddenly 
changed his mind. 

During the meetings in Nanking of the 
Kuomintang, Chiang announced he would 
lead 2,000,000 troops against the Japanese. 
So impressed were the delegates that they 
rose and stood in silence for three minutes 
out of respect for his greatness. 

But he never went to Manchuria to lead 
an army. Instead, he called together 
preachers and friends and held prayer meet- 
ings for peace and international friendship. 
To the Chinese, this was an outrage. Tele- 
grams began tO pour into Nanking denoune- 
ing Chiang. Among these messages was 
one signed by his own commanders, includ- 
ing Gen. Ho Ying-ching, Minister of War, 
and Chiang’s closest military associate. 

The failure of the Chinese before the 
League over the Manchurian situation was 
undoubtedly the straw that broke the 
camel's back. Chiang staked his reputation 
upon the policy of collaboration with the 
League. According to Chinese psychology, 
neither Japan nor the League is as much in 
the wrong as he is, for, as the responsible 
Chinese official, he should not have pursued 
a course which ended tn failure. For every 
crime, some person must be held responsi- 
ble, is a Chinese rule.

If they were organized by the Commun- 
ists, then no godvernment will be able to 
take hoid in the Southern Yangtze Valley 
for months, for the student agitation will 
grow in volume and importance, and inde- 
pendent generals will seek to suppress them 
in their districts, which will lead to con- 
stant trouble.

difficult for any government te deal with 
the Manchurian problem, for an organized 
student body is public opinion out of hand.

MUST LIVE AWAY FROM 
MOTHER 10 GET ESTATE 


Will of Grandfather Places Re- 


strictions on Children of Dr. 
Louis K. Guggenheim. 


Two grandchildren of Leopold M. 
Guggenheim, wealthy capitalist who 
died Sept. 3, are required to live 


away from their mother in order 
to share in a trust estate created 
by his will, filed for probate here 
and in Oklahoma City, Ok., where 
he had property. 

The children are a son and 
daughter of Dr. Louis K. Guggen- 
heim, a nose and throat specialist, 
and his divorced wife, Mrs. Maude 
Guggenheim, both of St. Louis. The 
children’s share in their grandfa- 
ther’s estate will come to them only 
in the event of the death of Dr. 
Guggenheim within the next 15 
years, 

Until that time a trust is created 
which provides $50 a month for the 
testator’s sister, Mrs. Hattie Gault 
of Chicago; $200 a month for his 
daughter, Mrs. Rose Winslow of 
New York City, and the rest in 
equal shares for another daughter, 
Mrs. Selma Mayer, and his son, Dr. 
Guggenheim. An inventory of the 
estate here placed its value at 
about $300,000, and the value of 
real estate in Oklahoma City is said 
to be $249,000 additional. 

If Dr. Guggenheim is alive after 
15 years his shane of the estate 
goes to him unconditionally. If he 
should die within that period, how- 
ever, his share will be put in trust 
for the children until they are each 
40 years of age. Paul, the son, is 
now 14 years old, and his Sister, 
Mary, 12. : 

The will provides that in the 
event the trust is created for them 
they must not live with their moth- 
er, either permanently or tempo- 
rarily, except for a specified pe- 
If they should live with her 
or attend school or camp within 
300 miles of her residence, the in- 
come from the trust is to be with- 
held from them and put into a spe- 
cial “emergency fund” to-be used 
for them when they are living 
away from her. 

The will permits them to visit 
their mother for eight weeks a 
year, and states that after they are 
30 years old they may live with 
their mother as they choose. The 
provisions affecting the children 
are in a second codicil to the will, 
dated May 9, 1928, at a time when 
Mrs. Guggenheim was suing for 
| separate maintenance. The will 
states that restrictions concerning 
the children were written “for 


‘their best welfare and not because 


of any animosity I have toward 


their mother.’”’

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 23.— 
Mrs. Ethel de Pew, registered nurse 
and wife of Martin de Pew, who is 
sought as the leader in the kidnap- 
ing last week of Mrs. Nell Donnelly, 
was identified from a photograph 
today. as the nurse who attended 
Mrs. Donnelly’s husband at their 
home for three days a year ago. 

Police regarded the identification | 
as an important clew, for the kid- 
napers at first had intended to ab- 
duct and hold the husband, Paul 
Donnelly, for ransom, Donnely 
said he was fairly positive in identi- 
fication of Mrs. de Pew as the nurse 
who attended him during’ the 
Christmas holidays last year. 
Mrs. Donnely yesterday identified 
a photograph of De Pew as the 
leader of the kidnapers. De Pew 
and his wife boarded a bus for St. 
Louis Saturday night on their way 
‘to Louisiana, according to acquaint- 
ances. 
De Pew was brought into the case 
by confessions of Lacey Browning, 
a farmer, and Paul Scheidt, a dairy 
employe. 


LIQUOR SMUGGLER CAPTURED 


NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 23.— 
Trapped in a camp equipped with 
apparatus for sending and receiving 
1adio messages, Marvin C. Clark, 
convicted liquor smuggler who 
jumped a $40,000 bond, was arrest- 
ed near Morgan City on the Gulf 
Coast yesterday. 
Coast guardsmen said he was 
overtaken at a place known as 
Vincent’s Camp, which they sus- 
pected of having the radio equip- 
ment. for communicating with 
liquor ships in the Gulf of Mexico. 
He was to have been committed 
to prison last week. 

Clark formerly was an ensign in 
the navy. 
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committee “the biggest contribu- 
tion’”’ that could be made to eco- 
nomic recovery would be ‘“‘unfreez- 
ing-some portion of the funds tied 
up in closed banks.”

The importance of the measure 
as a means of aiding the railroads 
was stressed by the presidents of 
the Metropolitan and Aetna life 
insurance companies—Frederick C. 
Ecker and Morgan Brainard. They 
pointed out’ that railway bonds, 
now low in value, comprise a large 
part of the investments of insur- 
ance companies, 

Benefit to Insurance Companies. 
‘They agreed the need of the in- 
surance companies, which also 
would be. allowed to borrow from 
the corporation under the bill, is 
indirect rather than direct.

“Mother India,” a short time ago, 
is getting ready to start the firing 
jin a brand-new battle. 
This time the object of her at- 
tack is none other than Mahatma 
Gandhi, world-famous leader of the 
Indian independence movement. 
That he is revered as a saint by 
millions and admired as a patriot- 
philosopher by other millions makeg 
no difference to her. Interviewed 
in her charming red-brick house at 
Bedford Hills, New York, the soft- 
spoken and aristocratic writer ex- 
pressed herself as follows: 
“Gandhi is the most materialistic 
figure in the world’s history, and 
the most successful costume actor 
on the contemporary stage. 
“His loin cloth is supposed to 
make him a holy man—pbut real 
Indian holy men go stark naked. 
The loin cloth represents the pov- 
erty-stricken millions of India, but 
his expensive and comfortable 
cashmere shawl represents the 
Rolls-Royce class. 
“Women want excitement, not 
facts.. Let him don regular clothes 
and a Derby hat and he will lose 
millions of European and American 
followers. Put his so-called spiri- 
tual utterances into the mouth of a 
sintere, unspectacular sage and no 
one would pay any attention. 
“Gandhi's white cloth, water 
from the Ganges, spinning wheel 
and silences—all are ‘perfect thea- 
ter.” This clever son of a middle- 
class money-lending family got his 
start from British tolerance rather 
than from British opposition. The 
British ignored his first act of civil 
disobedience. 
“He tried it again and got by 
with it. Then he got the idea of 
being a national hero because he 
saw the opportunity in the fact that 
ignorant millions believed he could 
go on defying the British.

—but every single demand he made 
in London was a material one. His 
army of non-violence consists of 
followers paid a daily sum out of 
contributed funds, The system of 
payments really amounts to a 
daily dole to rioters.

Why Special Classes 


i MONG the innovations in the 


more progressive of our public 
chools is the special class—a 
Vague name, but meaning usually 
a class organized to méet the needs 
of children of superior intelligence. 


The advantages of such special 
classes are many. 

They permit the highly intelli- 
gent child to learn as rapidly as he 
is able instead of being held back 
to a pace which suits ordinary 
children. 

The bright child in a class with 
25 other bright children is less 
likely to become conceited, socially 
maladjusted, and lazy, than if 
placed in a group where he finds 
himself easily superior without ef- 
fort on his part. 

The special class develops lead- 
ership in bright children, for, curi- 
ously enough, the superior child in 
a regular class is seldom a leader. 
Often the very fact that he learns 
so easily and well makes him un- 
popular with his classmates. 

In a special class, among those 
on his own level, his abilities aro 
appreciated and his enthusiasms 
are likely to be infectious. 

The special class permits an en- 
riched curriculum and the use of 
progressive methods. 

Much of their work is .accom- 
plished in terms of activity. That 
is, they plan, costume, and produce 
plays. They work out their ideas 
in wood, clay and paint. They go 
on instructive trips. 

Obviously this sort of learning is 
far more real-than merely memo- 
rizing information in text books. 

The greater freedom allowed in 
the best type Of special class per- 
mits the development of a degree 
of originality which is bound to 
meet only with discouragement in 
the ordinary classroom where the 
teacher 1s, perforce, chiefly con- 
cerned with getting through the re- 
quired course of study.

The Nervous Heart 


T is said that “Ill blows 
wind that profits nobody.” 
The World War, though an 
*41]1 wind,” did, however, profit us 
somewhat, and not the least in the 
advance in medioal science. 

Many branches in medicine, such 
as general surgery, sanitation, 
plastic surgery, and psychiatry, 
made great progress by virtue of 
the vast amount of extraordinary 
materials and opportunities pre- 
sented by the war situation and 
casualties. 

Our attention was focused espe- 
cially on neurologic psychiatric dis- 
abilities which expressed them- 
selves in the abnormal] functioning 
of certain organs. 

Shell shock, used generically, 
covered a multitude of such condi- 
tions, though, of course, any num- 
ber of men suffered from shell 
shock who were an ocean’s width 
removed from exploding shells. 

Furthermore, by virtue of the 
War experience with such condi- 
tions, we were enabled better to 
appreciate similar abnormalities in 
the function of organs to be seen 
in civil life. 

A fairly common form of ab- 
normal organ function due to psy- 
chologic conditions is to be seen 
affecting the heart. 

This condition is popularly called 
“nervous heart,” and is technically 
designated as cardiac neurosis, 

A cardiac neurosis is defined by 
Dr. Robert H. Halsey, president of 
the American Heart Association, as 
a disorder of the physiologic ac- 
tion or workings of the heart pro- 
duced by an emotional reaction of 
the patient. 

These disorders, for they may as- 
sume many forms, are not due to 
any discernible fault in the strue- 
ture of the heart mechanism. 

There is no actual heart disease 
present. The fault is in the man- 
ner of the heart’s work, not in its 
structure.
